Dominion Day Jubilee Sermon

~ _ George Wright. — 


It any people in this old world should be happy it should }e the 
people of the Dominidm-of Canada. If possessions make a contented 
and grateful people, then tiiv-eitigens of Canada should be contented 
and grateful beyond all other Peoples 

Our country is young. In the world Zamjly of nations it is 
but a child in age, yet it takes its place alongside the great and 
uncient nations of the earth, in international politics, commerce and 
humerous other ways. . 

The three headings of my address upon the subject chosen for 
this evening are, 1,Canada’s Immensity; 2,Canada’s Prophets-States- 
men; 3, Canada’s Destiny. 

1—Canada's Immensity. 

At this time of celebrating the 60th anniversary of Cont¢dera- 
tion every loyal citizen should make himself and herselt acquainted 
with the extent, the greatness of this land in which we live. Re- 
member, we look back to the British Isles—England, Ireland, Scot- 
land and Wales—as the mother-land who was the means of bringing 
forth this great Canada of ours with much travail and suffering. 
But do we now @now that in extent the child is a giant beside the 
mother , Just compare this great and vast Dominion with ihe 
Motherland and we are amazed at our own greatness, and filled with 
pride for the brave little motnerland. The area of the British 
Isles is 126,797 sq. miles while the area of Canada is 3,729,665. 
‘That makes the daughter 39 tames larger than her mother. 

The Kritish Empire is thy’ greatest. the world has ever known. 
On it the sun never sets. Yet Canada is 1-3 of te area of this 
great British Smpire. Can we really and reverantly conceive the 
immensity of that statement? Again, we have a Dominion that is 
almost as large as Europe, It is 18 times larger than Germany; 
18 times larger than France; 33 times larger than Italy. Canada 
is larger than the United States and Alaska by over one hundred 
and eleven thousand square miles. In other words if the U. 
States and Alaska were taken and placed over Canada, you could 
still find room for almost all of the British Isles. Camada has a 
coast lihe of 13,000 miles, nearly 1-2 the circtmference of the 
earth . The boundary line between our Dominion and the United 
States is 3,500 niiles long, and on that great, long boundary line 
there is not one fortification; there are no guards, unless those who 
have to do with customs and crime. 

2—Canada’s Prophet-Statesmen. 

When we understand the extent of our Dominion do we 
wonder that the Fathers of Confederation were so enthused with 
the vision of a United Canada that they put party-politics aside 
and worked shoulder to shoulder to make their vision a reality? 
It was Alexander Galt, one of the Fathers, who called to Parliament 
to, “Occupy that great empire, that region ten times as large as the 
settled heart of Canada,"’ meaning Upper and Lower Canada, 
And he cried in words of compelling power, ‘‘Half a continent is 
ours if we do not keep on quarrelling about petty matters and lose 
sight of what interests us most.” It was Charles Tupper, another 
Confederation Father, who saw in a vision a British America from 
coast to coast, a great and powerful empire, ‘With British institu- 
tions, British sympathies and British feelings, bound indissolubly 
to the throne of England.’’. That, as we know, was no impossible 
vision, nor mere quack prophecy. 

That other Father—John A. Macdonald—who had the coun- 
try’s good at heart saw in the future a Canada that yould shortly 
be the fourth nation on the face of the Globe. He was a states- 
man and a man of vision, and a most human and magnetic leader. 

George E. Cartier, another Confederation Father, was fully 
assured that a great united Canada could be accomplished. 
“There are no obstacles which human wisdom could not overcome,” 
he once said, “All that is needed to triumph is a strong will and a 
noble ambition.” And he nobly aided his country 
places during perilous years.” 

“The whole feeling in my mind now,” said George Brown, 
another Father, ‘is one of joy and thankfulness that there were 
found men of position and influence in Canada who at a moment 
of crisis, had nerve and patriotism enough to cast aside political 
partisanship, to banish personal considerations, and unite for! the 
accomplishment of a measure so fraught with advantage to their 
common country." And George Brown was one of the patriots 
who-cast aside party politics for the common good of his beloved 
land. - 

Beyond the Canadas there were 
whose territory was hardly known, and whose resources hardly 
even suspected. But the vision the Fathers had of that vast 
stretch of country added to Canada animatéd enthusiasm of the 

» leaders and statesmen of that day that even rebels born to hate 
the Empire were converted to be loyal citizens and-to give un- 
stinted service in its interest. D'arcy McGee | was one of those 
servants of the Empire.- In youth he was an Irish rebel, and 
hated the Empire with an inbred hate yet when the question of 
Confederation came to the front he took his place amongst. the 
loyalist of its supporters. But while he laboured for the Union 
and won many over to his view he also made enemies for himself. 
_A section, so angered at his change of heart, laid plans to take his 
life, and in 1868, one year after Confederation, he was shot déwn 
at his door in Ottawa, He was Confederation’s one martyr. 
When speaking he cnce said of Canada, “Rest assured, if we 
remaia longer as fragments we shall be lost; but let us be united 
and we shall be as a rock »which, unmoved itself, flings back the 
waves that may be dashed against it by the storm.” 

When at last the stage was set for Confederation its supporters 
crossed to England there to receive the sanction to the new compact 
from the Mother of Parliaments. 

The mother had by that time learned the lesson not to restrain 
the willing hands of her daughters and so if there were any oppo- 
sition it was not shown. She was a mother giving sound and 
kindly advice toa daughter. who had now reached her maturity. 
It was at the Westminster Conference in 1866 and 1867 in London 
that the name, “Dominion of Canada” was chosen. Mr, Tilley, 
one of the leading spirits from the Canadas in an inspired moment, 
caught anew the vision of the Psalmist as is recorded in the 72nd 
Psalm and the 8th verse, “He shall have dominion from sea to sea 
and from the river unto the ends of the earth.” Thus the name, 
“Dominion of Canada,"’ was chosen on the suggestion of Mr, Tilley. 

.When the Confederation bill was being passed through the House 
of Lords, Lord Carnarvon said, “We are laying the foundation of 

_ a great State—perhaps one which at a future day may even over- 
shadow this country.” - 

In 1869 Rupert's Land and the North West Territory was pur- 
chased from the Hudson’s Bay - Company. Thus 2,000,000 sq. 
miles were added to the Dominion of Canada at a trifling cost of 
$1,500,000 out of which have been carved the Provinces of Mani- 
toba, SasRatchewan and Alberta, and which today are occupied by 
two millions of people. In 1871 the colony of British Columbia 
came into the Union followed in 1873 by Prince Edward Island. 

3—Canada's Destiny. a 

. Today we know the wonderful experiment of 60 years ago has 
proved an undoubted success. A number of sparsely settled prov- 
inces, with very little knowledge of, or intercourse with each other, 
divided by tariffs, different currencies, dissimilar postal systems, 
and the like have become one vast community, stretching from sea 
to sea, united by a common purpose, and destined, in all human 
probability, to attain. to unexampled heights of prosperity and 

tness . 

‘The Dominion of Canada, which you and I are proud to be

The official hog grading staff in 
Ontario under the direction of L. W. 
Pearsall at Toronto is doing an ex- 
cellent jwork, apart altogether to 
grading duties. The outside men in 
particular located at Peterboro, Ham- 
ilton, Kitchener, and Stratford are 
constantly on the go throughout the 
country giving demonstrations at 
shipping points, visiting farms where 
hogs are bred, and offering sugges- 
tions and assistance in procuring bet- 
ter breeding stock for the farmers. 
These men work hand in hand with 
shippers and drovers, giving useful 
service to farmers’ clubs. The ship- 
pers and drovers are glad to have 
their assistance on shipping days! to 
give demonstrations on grading, 
where to locate farmers that are 
looking for information in connection 
with their hog raising.

He stated that there would bea 
fairly large influx of American Visi- 
tors. to Ontario this summer for 
various reasons, Dr.Godfrey wants 
to be able to provide all the visitors

He 
proposed, he said, wicn the help of 
the government, to condemn all 
tourist camps that were not sanitary. 
“We want all the muney the Ameri- 
cans have got,” declared Dr. God 
frey. “We want to give them a 
good time, but we want to guarantce 


Bt, A.S, Cochran|to them absolute sanitation.” 


Although the majority of the 
tourist camps have running water, 
only a very small percentage are 
equipped with sewage disposal tanks 
and filter beds. | In all cases where 
running water is available, toilets 
slpuld be installed , If the gov- 
ernment is sincere, legislation should 
be enacted requiring all tourist 
camps to be equiphed with standard 
with proper ‘disposal tanks 
and; beds. The number should be 
in ratio with the average number of 
motor tourists that can be accommo- 
dated. 

Blectric lighting and electric cook- 
ing equipment are now provided as 
standard equipment by many muni- 
cipalities which provide — tourist 
camps. The water supply and 
milk supply are carefully safeguard- 
ed, but in hot weather, when the

many cases, totally inadequate. 

The pollution of creeks, springs 
and lakes is always. a possibility if 
precautions are not taken for the 
proper disposal of sewage. The fact 
that typhoid fever is more prevalent 
in summer resort and mining coun- 
tries than in the large cities is proof 
that this danger exists, Legisla- 
tion to prevent the possjbility of our

Jacques Cartier, of France, explored 
the St. Lawrence River as far as 
Montreal; but it was Samuel de 
Champlain who was the real founder 
of Canada, as, he was associated with 
de Monts in establishing Port Royal 
in 1605, and himself founded Quebec 
in 1608. In 1663 the Charter of the 
Hundred Associates, which had been 
organized by Cardinal Richelieu in 
1627 to govern New France, was can- 
celled, ‘and Canada came under the 
immediate control and government of 
the ‘Kirg of France. 

This (system of government lasted 
until the end of the French period in 
1760. Many Frerich names of fame 
are associated with this period of 
Canada’s development, among them 
being Frontenac, Laval,-Talon, Mai- 
sonneuve, Dollard, La Verendrye, and} 
La Salle, to name only a few of the 
men who opened up part of what is 
now the Dominion to the knowledge of 
the civilized world, and whose names 
are-still kept alive in many notable in- 
stitutions in Canada.

“CANADA” 


We Canadians may well be proud of 
our country. Less than four hundred 
years ago Jacques Cartier raised the 
|-Fleur-delis at Gaspe, thus claiming 
| the land in the name of the King of 
! France; but he little dreamed of the 
vast territory, that stretched away to 
the Pacific, Until the coming of the 
English the St, Lawrence valley and 
the Maritimes were the only settled 
parts of Canada. To-day she occupies 
more than half a continent. It has 
been said that she covers so much sur- 
| {ce that all the climates of Europe are 
found within her porders. True, only a 
narrow strip along the southern edge 
has been brought under cultivation 
‘but each year this strip grows wider 
and wider, 

In Ontario and Quebec where the 
fertile soll ends the rich mineral lands 
begin. This source of wealth has been 
lying for centuries just beneath the 
barren surface yet its discovery is 
comparatively recent. Canada now 
| supplies ninety per cent, of the nickel 
and cobalt used in the world, as well 
as eighty-five per cent. of the asbestos. 

She has been known to Europeans 
for almost fou: hundred years yet the 
most of her growth has been made 
‘during the last fifteen decades. With 
| the}. coming} of| the] United} Empire 
Loyalists her era of progress dawn- 
ed. These people, loyal to their king, 
left comfortable homes in the re- 
volted colonies to come to Canada, 
then an almost unknown wilderness, 
| Ontario owes its beginning to them. 
Under the early Britis-rule the Goy- 
ernment of Canada was quite as des- 
potic as it was during the French 
| regime. The “new subjects” as the 
[French Canadians were called were 
| well satisfied with this system, having 
{known nothing better; but the “old 


| 


j subjects” complained continually, for 
they had abeolutely no share in the 
government, However, with the 
Loyalists there came a change. Owing 
to their agitation the Constitutional 
Act, which gave a measure of self- 
government, was passed in 1791.

SERIOUS AUTO ACCIDENT 


Mrs. William Andrews, an aged 
lady,is lying seriously injured in the 
;hospital, her daughter, Mrs. (Rev.) 
J. E. Glover, of Smithfield, is sutf- 
fering from a broken arm and Col. 
L. W. Marsh, of this city, received a 
slight concussion when two motor 
‘cars~driyen by Col. Marsh and Rey. 
Glover respétti¢ely collided on the 
Foxboro Highway : 

Bridge Monday 

five o'clock. Both cars were mucii 
damaged and had to be 
garages for repairs. Mrs. An- 
drews “will probably survive the 
shock but.she bled freely from a 
deep jagged wound in her head be- 
ing forced through the windshield 
against the glass. All the injured 
were rushed to the hospital in the 
ambulance. There were no eye 
witnesses of the accident and none 
of the participants was able to, give 
but a garbled account of the affair 
Sergt. Roy Clarke, of the Provincial 
police, investigated the accident. 

He had the road where the ac- 
cident occurred marked off with 
whitewash. These marks showed 
plainly the paths the cars took be- 
fore and after they collided. 
Shortly after the accident Earnest 
McCormick, photographer, togk sey- 
eral views-of the scene under the <i- 
rection of Sergt. Clerxe. 

Rev. J.E.Glover, his wife anJ 
baby and mother-in-law, Mrs. An- 
Grews' were proceeding in a Ford 
tudor sedan north on th+ Foxboro 
Highway. Mrs. Glover and a 
small baby were in the back seat 
and Mrs. Andrews in the front with 
the driver. Col. Marsh, in a large 
McLaughlin roadster,was proceeding 
south on the same highway and was 
the only occupant of the car. 

Just after the turn to Fairfield’s 
Bridge on the highway was passed 
‘by the Marsh car, Col. Marsh could 
be seen by the Glover car occupants 
to be on the left side» of the road 
very close to the edge of the ditch. 
There is good visibility on the 
stretch of road both north and 
south. 


Rev. Glover, hoping to avoid an ac- 
cident crossed from the east to the 
west left side of the road. It is pre- 
sumed from the position of the wheel 
marks on the road that Col. Marsh, 
finding himself on the left side of the 
road, started at the same time to pull 
to his own side of the highway. 
Whether both drivers became con- 
fused or what happened is not deter- 
mined but the result of the forward 
movement of both cars caused them 
to meet practically in the centre of 
the highwa: 

Col, Marsh’s left front wheel caught 
the rear wheel of the Glover car and 
turned it completely around facing 
south east and sent it scuttling into 
the ditch backwards on the west side. 
The other car went off at a tangent, 
proceeded through the* ditch and 
came to rest at the wire fence on the 
edge of the right of way. The dis- 
tance travelled %, the Marsh car af- 
ter it struck the Gloyer car was near- 
ly 135 feet, according to measure- 
ments made, When the Glover car 
struck the bottom of the ditch Mrs, 
Andrews was P zipitated through 
the windshield head first while Mrs 
Glover and the baby were thrown, 
heavily forward and downward on 
the floor of the car. Rey. Mr. Glover 
never moved from behind the wheel 
and came out unscathed, Col. Marsh 
was thrown bodily from his car strik- 
ing ule head either on the door or the 
eart! 


A pipe lay in the Marsh car partly 
full of new tobacco which was slight- 
ly burned, 

The left rear wheel on the Glover 
car was broken to atoms and the tire 
badly cut. The running board ané 
back fender were torn from the car 
and the windshield shattered. The 
Marsh car suffered a broken front 
wheel and axle and the radiator was 
slightly damaged. 

+ Mrs. Audrews bled profusely before 
she was moved and had to be given 
first aidon the scene. Mrs. Glover's 
arm was also attended. Col. Marsh 
also bled.freely from the wound fp 
his head. 

Many citizens and residents of the 
neighborhood where the accident oc- 
curred drove to the scene and d 
cussed the many bilities that 
might have caused the mishap. 

Mrs. Andrews is at present resting 
fairly:comfortably,according to word 
from the Belleville General Hospital, 
where she is a patient. 

Col. Marsh is stilla patient at the 
hospital.— Belleville Ontario.

It is the unquestioned 
edict of the cook. There must be no 
dallying over coffee and cigarettes. 
In fact, coffee is gulped and cigarettes 
are barred. ‘The cook’s 
“Eat and Get!” 

This ts a rule’ of reason. The cook 
has so much to do. It is seldom 
that the dishes from one meak are 


for the next. The cook's helpers, or 
“cookees,” have to cut the wood for 
the stoves. This {s hauled into the 
camp yard as logs, and it is up to the 
“cookees” to saw and split these into 
he proper lengths., It takes time. 
And*there are inpumerable details re- | 
maining. AH these take time.

* AND PUDDINGS 


RSCOTCH ICE BOX 
PUDDING. * 


‘i cupful of brown sugar 
f 1-3 of a cupful of butter, then 
add slowly 3-4 of a cupful of hot milk; 
the mixture will curdle if this is added 
too fast. Beat in 8 egg yolks and 
cook over hot water until the custard 
is thick. Line a mold with part of 
24 lady fingers, rounded side down, 
and fill with alternate layers of cream 
and lady fingers. Chill at past 12 
hours. Serve unmolded and“garnish- 
ed with ‘sweetened whipped cream. 


TAPIOCA ICE BOX PUDDING. 

Cook for-15 minutes in the double 
boiler % of a cupful of minute ta- 
pioca in 2 cupfuls of hot grape juice, 
stirring often. Beat in 1 cupful,of 
sugar and remove from the fire. Add 
1 small bottle of candied cherries, 
juice and all, the fruit being cut into 
wafer-thin slices, and % of a cupful 
of orange juice.

Cutting and Spreading. 

When crusts are to be removed 
from the sandwiches, cut them from 
the loaf before alicing the bread in 
order to make all the sandwiches unt- 
form in size and shape. By this’ moth- 
‘od, too, the surplus bread’ may be 
used in any way desired and the but- 
ter and filling will spread a large 
number of sandwiches. ft. also ex- 
pedites the work to spread tho but- 
ter and filling on as many slices as 
possible before cutting them from the 
loaf. Of course, care must be taken 
to match: the slices as.one goes along 
so both will be even in each sand: 
wich, 

Most fillings will not soak the bread 
if both slices are completely covered 
with butter before the filling is 
spread on thom. If mayonnaise fs 
used, spread it over the butter. Lay 
ow the lettuce or slice of tomato or 
whatever filling is wanted, then put 
on the other slice of bread, butter 
side down, and ‘pross-firmly together. 
Made in this, way, such sandwiches 
may be put together an hour or two 
before serving time and if they are 
kept under a light weight in a cold 
place they will be as delictous, and 
eveh more attractive in appearance 
than if freshly made. 

In using, lettuce for sandwiches, 
try cutting the large outer leaves in- 
to shreds with the scissors and using 
them instead of the whole inner 
leaves of the head. ‘These are much 
easter to manage in a sandwich and 
have a much more distingtive flavor. 

Except for rolled sandwiches, fine- 
grained day-old bread is preferable 
to fresher bread. because it slices 
more neatly in thin layers. Two slices 
of bread, each of them more than an 
eighth of an tnch in thickness, put 
together with enough filling to*give 
the sandwich a distinctive taste, is 
too’ thick to be eaten comfortably 
in company with civilized people. The 
old-fashioned thick sandwiches with 
slabs of meat that had tobe wrestled 
with, have given way to those of 
more genteel appearance and a chop- 
ped interior as a little tribute of re- 
spect for the feelings of guests. 

Rolled Sandwiches, 

For rolled sandwiches, homo-made 
bread not over six hours from the 
oven is best. Older bread may bo 
used if the loaf is firat wrapped in a 
cloth wrung out of hot water, covered 
closely with dry cloths and left to 
stand several hours or heatod through 
n the oven so it is like fresh bread.

POINTS TO SECURE SUCCESSFUL 
PRODUCTION. 


Wide Range of Choice Both With 
Reference to Solls and Fertilizers 
—Pruning and Harvesting. 

(Contributed by Ontario Department of 

Agriculture, Toronto.) 

Tomatoes are grown extensively as 
a truck crop, as a market garden crop 
and in the home garden. The field 
acreage grown for canning In Ontario 
has reached many thousand acres. 
Solis. 

The tomato does well on a wide 
range of solls. However, for the ear- 
ly crop light sandy or gravelly loams 
are preferred, while for a heavy 
yield, later crop, the rich sandy loams 
or clay loams are preferred, 
Fertilizers and Manures. 

General recommendations at best 
can only be a guide for the use of 
fertilizers. and manures with this 
crop. The character and treatment 
Of the soil, along with what may be 
the ultimate use of the crop, together 
with the length of season for the dis- 
trict, all help to suggest what treat- 
ment is needed. It is generally recog- 
nized that the tomato crop requires 
a soll in a high state of fertility. 
Fresh manure should not be applied 
Just- previous-to the setting of the 
plants, far better if applied the pre- 
vious autumn, or with the previous 
crop. Tomatoes will do well follow- 
ing clover, ploughed under the pre- 
vious autumn. Of the commercial 
fertilisers, those bearing retatively 
high quantities of ‘available phow 
phorous are most generally satistac- 
tory. Sometimes a light application 
of nitrate of soda applied just when 
early plants are getting a start is 
useful to help them on after the 
shock of transplanting from frame 
to field. Since early fruiting and 
ripening {s important with this crop, 
too much nitrogen will prolong the 
fat at the expense of early

A Collegiate Authority Dis- 
cusses the Present State of 
Studies in Understand- 
ing and History 


By Roy Dickinson Welch. 

Musicians who give the matter_a 
thought regard the steady growth of 
such studies as are called the Ap- 
preciation of Music with mixed feel- 
ings. The advocates seem more ar 
dent tae Judicious :the critics» more 
prejudiced than constructive. ; 

An impressive literature has al- 
ready grown up around this subject 
with more to follow. We have de- 
bated long and the argument is still 
far from closed. 

The sanest of the champions say, 
in effect, “We are trying to do some- 
thing that needs to he done, We are 
not bent upon reaching the musically 
gifted student. We are not teaching 
the technic of musical performance 
nor are- we training-composers. We 
have in mind such students as pos-

‘hid is modest enough, and would 
seem both ‘possible and worth doing. 
But the critics view the whole under- 
taking with grave suspicion. r 

“Music,” they contend, “is an ex- 
perience which essentially cannot be 
taught. Information about music 
may appear impressive, but the 
chances are heavily against the stu- 
dent’s being able to make any use ot! 
it.” 

“You are superficial,” say the critics 
to the teachers of this subject, “You 
deal in talk about music and in ver- 
bal interpretations, and you do your 
best to keep students from under- 
standing “what Tagore meant by his 
maxim, ‘Appreciation is not easily nor 
cheaply acquired but must be slowly 
sought and won'.” 

One caustically-minded opponent of 
these studies pleads through the 
length of many satirical pages to be 
delivered from the “appreciationist” 
and declares that a student would 
know more about the fugue from 
learning to play any one of the Bach 
fugues than from hearing and analyz- 
ing and discussing many of them. 

Value In the Controversy. 

This controversy, and the heat 
whcih it engenders, is the most satis- 
"factory development that the teach- 
‘ing of Appreciation has brought to 
light 1 nthe last several decades. For 
the moment we are not concerned 
with who is right and who is wrong.

Cultivating and Topping Tobacco. 


Culttyation of the tobacco ~ crop 
should begin from 8 days to 2 weeks 
after transplanting. It is advisable 
not to cultivate too closely around 
the plant until it has taken root as 
there is danger of killing it. In ex- 
periments described by the Publica- 
tions Branch, Department of Agricul- 
ture, Ottawa, the best results were 
obtained by making the first cultiva- 
tion about five inches deep and each 
subsequent one moro shallow until 
towards the last not more than a@ 2- 
inch depth is reached.

NEW VARIETY WHICH IS NOW| 
TAKING THE LEAD. 


Now Eligible for Registration In| 
Canaia—Interesting Notes on Soil 
and Dairy Matters. 

(Contributed by Ontario Department of 

Agriculture, Toronto.) 

Within the past three years the 
0. A. C. No, 144, which is a new 
variety originated at Guelph, has 
made a particularly high record 
throughout Ontario, as can be seen 
from the following table:— 


Of all “the ‘Varletia , &trains and 
hybrids of oats grown in experl- 
mental plots in 1925, the O. A. 
No, 144 gave the highest yield per 
acre as it did in 1924. At the annual 
meeting of the Canadian Seed Grow- 
ers’ Association which was held. Jast 
June at Edmonton, Alberta, this new 
variety of oats was accepted as elig- 
ible for registration in Canada. This 
ig the only variety of oats which has 
been added to the eligible list for 
neveral years, 

The 0. A. C. No. 144 variety of 
‘oats was started from a selection 
taken in 1912 from amongst plants 
of the 0. A. C. No. 72 variety. It is 
decidedly different, however, from 
the latter and seems: distinct from 
any other of three hindred or more 


named varietions of oats which have 
been tested for five years and up- 
wards at the Ontario Agricultural 
College. 

The 0. A. C. No. 144 Is gv tall, 
vigorous, broad-leaved, exceptionally 
stiff-strawed,” late variety of oats 
which 1yssesses a spreading head and 
a long, slightly brownish white grain 
practically free from awn and which 
produces a heavy yield of both grain 
and straw of good quality. The 
ripening crop has a beautiful appear- 
ance with a golden tinge.—-Dept. of 

xtension, O, A, College. 


DAIRY NOTES. 


| Don't Overfill the Churn: » 

‘| Butter of’ good quality can be 
‘made by separating fresh whey at 
the cheese factory and ‘churning the 
whey cream, with or without ripening 
the cream. 

Skim-milk powder mixed at the 
rate of one pound of powder to, nine 
pounds of pure water makes a good 
oulture or starter for ripening cream 
‘where it is considered advisable to 
ripen cream for churning. 
Overloaded churns cause a heavy 
loss of fat in the buttermilk. Churns 
should not be filled over one-half full 
of cream. 4 

The acid-alcohol test for skim-milk 
and buttermilk shows that the losses 
of fat In dairy by-products .is much 


‘| greater than is commonly gupposed— 


about double that shown ‘by the or- 
dinary Babcock method of testing. 
! Skim milk and buttermilk may be 
condensed or powdered and then be 
‘used for feeding pigs and poultry 
with satisfactory -results, The. ad- 
vantage of-this plan is that it reduces 
the. bulk and,puts it. in. condition 
where it will keep in storage. _ 
| Sour cream may. be “neutralfzed’: 
th bictirbonate of soda “and be used 
for “lee ‘créam~: manufacture. ‘Itn- | 
drovers” or “ripeners” -shorten the 
time required for ageing the cream

‘The only way in which all this could 
be accomplished was by the building 
of a railroad from the Atlantic to the

At, Confede: there were 
but 2278 miles of fallway built, and

There 
existed at that time another potent 
reason why Confederation and the 
building of the Confederation railroad 
should be pressed forward with all 
due speed. 

Financial men of the United States 
associated with the Northern Pacific 
Railway had projected a branch of 
that system to enter the present pro- 
vince of Manitoba from the south, 
‘passing through the Red River Valley 
by way of the site of Winnipeg, old 
Fort Garry, and extending obliquely 
through the middle West with an ul- 
timate terminus in Alaska. Sir John 
Macdonald, aware of this and scent- 
ing what the “peaceful penetration” 
might’ mean, hurried with all possible 
speed the asquigition of Rupert's 
Land from the Hudson's Bay- Com- 

ny and the bringing in of British 
Columbia, both of which projects had 
been lagging on the way. The first 
accomplished, the road was opened 
for the second. British Columbia 
stipulated for a railway which within 
10 years would bring the tidewaters 
of the Pacific coast into lirect touch 
with an eastern railway system and 
give them a shorter route to Great 
Britain than that around Cape Horn. 

Confederation effected and brought 
into being.on July 1, 1867, the next 
thing .to be done was to set about 
building the transcontinental railway, 
and as time advanced the true im- 
mensity, of the task’became more ap- 
paren . 

Schemes for Bullding.

Canada’s transpacific trade started 
in 1886 and with it started Canadian 
Pacific business as a link in European 
Oriental trade, | The chartering of 
these ships by the company was 
quickly folloed by the establishment 
of its Ine of Pacific steamships on a 
scale equal to the best then in vogue 
on the Atlantic, and it was not Jong 
befoe the possibilities of development 
of Canada’s foreign trade encouraged 
the company to organize ite Atlantic 
fleet and thus give a first-class one- 
line service direct from Great Britain 
to’ the Far East, completing the all- 
British route that had been the dream 
of its projectors, TEE 

This, then, has been the place of 
the Canadian Pacific in Confederation 
—to consistently foster the develop- 
ment of Canada and Canadian trade 
and ‘commerce by every means with- 
in its power The problema which 
Canada has to face to-day are little 
different from those which comfront- 
ed her at Confederation, They are 
geographical and spring largely from 
@ comparative sparsity of population. 
Wide distances still divide the more 
thickly settled areas of population, 
but they ate far less wide than they 
were 40 years ago, 


Confidence In Future. 


The confidence which Canadians 
now feel in the future of thir country 
ig reflected in other lands, particular- 
ly in the United States, where, being 
close at hand, they are able to justly 
estimate the security which Canada 
offers for souhd investment. This 
survey -of the place of the! Canadian 
Pacific in Confederation would not be 
complete without a brief! reference to 
the company’s war work between 
1914 and the homecoming of ~the 
Canadian troops. ‘The first call of 
war began the mobilization of Cana- 
dian Pacific rolling stock and ships 
for.the movement of men and supplies 
which it was then known Canada 
would contribute to the cause of Em- 
pire, and from that day the company 
practically enlisted as a huge unit in 
the British forces, Thirty-seven of 
the company’s steamships passed into 
Government war service as cruisers, 
freight carriers and transports, and 
of these, 15 were lost. \When it be- 
came evident that Great Britain could 
not supply sufficieht shells to keep 
pace with the demands, the Canadian 
acific led the way by turning out the 
first shells made/in Canada. The com- 
pany’s cash céntributions by loans 
and guarantees to the-allied nations | 
amounted to upwards of $100,000,000, 
probably the largest contribution 
made by any industrial enterprise in 
the Empire. i 

The work of the Canadian Pacific 
in the development of Canada ex- 
tends over only about 40 years. In 
that time its mileage has grown from 
less than 3000 miles to a total owned 
and operated of over 20,000, of which 
over 15,000 are in Canada. Its Atlan- 
tic, Pacific and coastal fleets com- 
prise 564 vessels of 373,996 gross: tons, 
with five other important ships build- 
ing. Its gross earnings of $8,368,493 
fn 1885 have grown to $198,025,591 in 
1896. Its total freight tonnage of 
1,996,355 tons in 1885 has grown to 
$3,593,497 in 1926, and the 1,660,718 
passengers carried in the former year 
have increased to 13,659,830 in the 
latter. Its hotelg now number 14 with 
one now building, and what will be 
the largest hotel in the British Em- 
pite projected for the city of Toronto.

COOL DRINKS FOR HOT| 
DAYS 


By Julia Wolfe. 


If you have unexpected visitors, it 
is sometimes a problem to provide 
quickly “Iast minute” drinks, These 
four recipes given here will aid you 
at just such a time. 


Currant Cool. 


Four tablespoonfuls of red or black 
currant jelly, one lemon, one quart of 
water, one ounce of loaf sugar Rub 
the yellow part of the lemon rind onto 
the loaf sugar, and put in a pitcher. 
Bring the water to a boil, pope it on 
the loaf sugar, and*stir until it has 
quite dissolved. Add the jelly and 
the strained juice of the lemon. Stand 
the pitcher in ice water for a few 
minutes before serving, or if you have 
no ice, let pitcher stand in cold water 
for a much longer time. - 

Lemon Syrup. 

Lemon syrup is another delicious 
drink. Put half a pound of loaf sugar, 
half a pint of water, half a large tum- 
blerful of strained lemon juice, twelve 
drops of essence of lemon. Put the 
sugar and water into a saucepan and 
boil gently for ten minutes, Strain 
the syrup into a pitcher and leave 
until cool, then add the strained lem- 
on juice and the lemon essence. When 
quite cool, bottle, cork securely, and 
keep in a cool’place until wanted. A 
dessertspoonful in a glass of water 
makes a refreshing drink. 

Lemon Barley Water. 

Two lemons, two ounces of sugar, 
four ounces of pearl barley, one quart 
of. water. 
* Wash the barley, then put it in a 
saucepan, and just cover with cold 
water. - Bring to a boil, boil for three 
or four minutes, then strain off the 
water. Put the barley in a large jug. 
Rub off the yellow part of the lemon 
rind on to the loaf sugar ,and add this | 
to the barley. Pour over & quart of; 
boiling water, stir to dissdive the sug- 
ar, and leave till cool. Stir in the 
juice of the lemons. Strain into glass- 
es and add a bit of crushed ice. 

Strawberry Cream Soda. 

Put the fruit in a round dish, and 
crush with a wooden spoon. For 
every quarter-opund of fruit sprinkle 
on a dessertspoonful of sugar and half 
a teaspoonful of lemon juice, Leave 
for one hour. Put a tablespoonfu}. of 
the crushed fruit in each glass then 
a heaped dessertspoonful of ice 
cream, fill up with soda water, stir 
round and serve. Whipped cream may 
be added.

How to Obtain High Egg Production. 

The requirements for high egg 
production, says Prof. W. R. Graham, 
of the Ontario Agricultural College, 
are clean, dry, comfortable houses. 
that are free from direct draughts 
over the birds, and that, are well- 
lighted. ‘The feeding consists of a 
variety of grains, green feed, animal 
feed, grit and shell, which is clean, 
sweet and wholesome, and is given 
to the birds regularly and in such 
quantities that they have, all they 
want to eat before going to roost at 
night; that the supply of drinking 
material is clean and abundant; that | 
the attendant Is regular in his or her 
work and is interested in the same; 
Ahat the birds are bred from good 
laying ancestors, and that they are 
hatched at the preper season and 
well reared, and are free from dis- 
ease. 

When Eggs Are Worth Most. 

A study of the distribution of the 
egg production ig irfteresting and im- 
portant from the point of the annual 
returns from the birds, Egg prices 
rise and fall with the seasong and 
usually the greatest profit is made 
‘where eggs are produced at a. season 
or seasons of the year. when prices 
are high, Pullets are thé'chief source 
of egg supply. They require usually 
from six. to seven months in whicb | 
to mature. It is, therefore, possible | 
to_regulate their production in the 
fall months at least to some extent 
by regulating the time they will 
hatch in the spring. The main

BUT IT EXPLAINS MANY LIVE | 
STOCK PROBLEMS NOT NEW. 


It Is Important to Know How the 
Absence of Certain Elements of | 
Food Will Affect Development of | 
Animals.

Young animals reared in nature's | 
way, where the mother was free to 
select and pick up the food plants 
that her Instinct lead her to, did not 


suffer from the nutritional disease 
common to young animals reared un- 
der domestication. All men have 
not learned the simple lesson from 
naturé, taught to those willing to ob- 
serve the unrestrained young animal 
that instinctively basks in the sun 
and eats green plants. Man’s way of 
herding animals and poultry together 
in dark yards and stables, and the 
use of fried feeds that do not carry 
the vitamins necessary to proper nu- 
trition, have too ofren resulted dis- 
astrously for the young animal. Sun-

Calves, pigs and chickens that are 
born apparently strong, fall to de- 
velop properly unless they get in 
their daily feed the mysterious food 
elements that we speak of as vita- 
mins. Diseases due to improper feed- 
ing have been récognized for many , 
years, but exact knowledge of the 
Jacking elements have been known 
but a short time. 

Vitamin A. Is soluble in fat and is 
called fat soluble A. It is present in 
greatest amount in butter, yolk of 
eggs, green leaves, yellow corn, 
green alfalfa and cod liver oll,

Vitamin B. also known as water 

soluble B. This vitamin is present 
in green leaves, fruit, eggs, yeast, ie 
the covering of most grains, 
Presence in the feed prevents nol 
neuritis in poultry, and beriberi 
man. In birds, the disease is char- 
acterized by nervousness and inabil- 
ity to co-ordinate muscilar move- 
ments. Paralysis of the legs, frequent 
and sometimes paralysis of the mus- 
cles of the neck. The internal organs 
appear shrunken and darker jor: 
than normal. The muse potty is 
also. darker 15 fl gr oh normal. 
The free use 0} 8, such as milk, 
fruit, tubers, green plants, bran and 
germ meal, prevents the antineuritic 
condition. 

Vitamin C. The lack of this vite- 
min in the food leads to the disease 
known as scurvy. It is usually called 
the anti-acorbuti¢ vitamin. The main 
sources of Vitamin C. are fresh green 
vegetables, citrus fruits and to & 
limited extent in fresh meat, tubers 
and fresh milk. In poultry, the de- 
ficiency is shown in» a géneral un- 
thrifty condition of the feathers. In 
man, the symptoms are too well 
known to need mention here. 

Vitamin D. ‘The presence of this 
vitamin in the food prevents the con- 
dition known as rickets or leg weak- 
ness in young. chicks, children and 
young pigs. This vitamin is present 
in green leaves, milk and cod liver 
all. One per cent. of cod liver off 
added to the chick’s ration will pre- 
vent leg weakness, Rickets may 
also be prevented by exposing the 
young to bright sunshine, the ultra 
violet may be obsorbed by the skin 
and have its influence. on body 
metabo ism. nares 

mi diet for man containing 
in addition to cereals and green 
vegetables, also some milk and fresh 
meat, is the best safeguard against 
the possibility of a vitamin deficiency, 
and, furthermore, insures an ade- 
quate supply of inorganic salts and 
protein of proper biologic. For ani- 
mals, green feeds in season, well sav- , 
ed legume hay and roots for the reat 
of the ‘year, and sunshine aij the 
time, For poultry, green feeds, milk, 
yellow corn and sunshine all the 
time -will keep nutritional diseases 
away.—L. Stevenson, Dept. of Ex- 
tension, O. A. College, Guelph.
